On moat farms the hen i» very 
much a bulied and ne|rlected. 
Cowa, horses, sheep and twine 
are well housed, well fed— but 
tbe hem, supposed to be an un- 
profitable thing, very insignifi- 
cant in the eyes of most farmers 
-is allowed to shift for herself, 
roosting in sheds, on farm im- 
plements or in the trees. If a 
house is furnished, itis generally 
cold, full of cracks, filthy and 
full of vermin, and no windows 
or means of letting in sunshine. 
Once a year when it becomes 
necessary, the farmer will take 
time— much against his will — to 
clean out the poultry house, but 
he knows little or nothing about 
whitewash or coal oil. The hens 
lay well for a time in spring and 
summer, but many of the eggs 
are laid away under barns or 
outhouses and set on and spoiled, 
or chicks are hatched from them 
only to be gobbled up by rats, 
skunks, pigs or hawks, or drag- 
ged around in the wet grass 
mornings until they disappear. 
Very few are raised to maturity 
to take the place of the old hens. 
No one takes any interest in 
ages of fowls, some may be ten 
years old aud worthless, but 
they are consumers just the 
same. Nf> wonder farmers say, 
"liens don't pay." How cou'd 
they? ■ Would his cows pay if 
neglected as the hens are? A 
hen is a machine the same as a 
cow and they must be fed liber- 
ally before t'ocy will produce. 
You can nol make something out 
of nothing, and hens can not 
make eggs out of wind or snow- 
balls. In the summer the hen 
fares well, as she has range of 
fields, but the profits are neg- 
lected. Kggs are laid away in 
fields or under barns, and wast- 
ed. 

How different whore some 
member of the family takes an 
interest in the "chickens." 
Money is saved up to build :. 
small, cheap but comfortable 
house with windows toward the 
south. The roosts are built low 
and level, with dropping boards 
beneath — not poles built like a 
stairway, where the fowls crowd 
on the highest pole and fight and 
injure each other. Comfortable 
nest boxes are provided, the 
walls are whitewashed, roo-,ts 
kept coaloiled, droppings kept 
cleaned out at least every week 
or so. Soft feed is given in the 
morning, good wheat, oats or 
barley at night. Plenty of clean 
hesli water is provided at alt 
times. The eggs are gathered 
each day and sold as fresh as 
possible, Tbe fowls are kept 
cl«an and healthy, and they pay. 
They wilt always pay with good 
care — ordinary good care!

More attention has been give* 
to this disease the past few 
months than ever before.

Tkkvi m knt — Seek the BjfBwej 
if possible, remove <t. If due to 
an irritant in the bowel, give a 
teaspo .1 fill of castor oil to re- 
move itjfollifW v.^th bland liq iids, 
such as Hour porridge, boiled 
milk, rice water. The best foods 
are meat extracts, raw meat, 
Murdock's food. If constipa- 
tion is observed to be present 
part of the time, give injections 
of warm milk and water, or warm 
castor oil. If enteritis is caused 
by worms they should be re- 
moved by remedies, as given ia 
"Worms." 

In all cases add to one quart 
drinking water one level tea- 
spoonful sulpho-carbolate of ainc. 
Boiled water is best. 

Do not give violent cathartics 
in any case of diarrhoea, as they 
simply increase the irritation. 

Do not give solid food or grit 
for several days. As the bird 
improves bread and milk is to be 
given, followed in a week by well 
cooked mash. — Farm-Poultry 
Doctor.

MAIM; QUICK WORK. 



A Tennessee Mob Hangs a Negro 
at Springfield. 



Springfield, Tenn., April 23.— At 
9 o'clock to-night a mob of about 
tOO broke into the court-house and 
forcibly took the negro Wyatt Mal- 
lory, who fatally wounded J. C. H. 
Farmer, of Adams, yesterday after- 
noon, and hanged him from the 
court-bouse veranda. 

Details of Mallory's Deed. 

Mr. Farmer was in a negro ten- 
ant's house on his farm (the father 
of Wyatt Mallory,) and remon- 
strated with the young negro about 
running around over the country 
and bullying everybody instead of 
working. Mallory seized a i 4 -inch 
solid iron rod about 3 feet long and 
struck Farmer twice over the head 
with it, crushing his skull at each 
blow. Mallory then escaped, but 
was captured by Constable Boyd 
Smith early last night near the 
scene of the trouble. He waa a 
rather small negro about 21 years 
old and was considered a danger- 
ous man in the neighborhood, hav- 
ing threatened to kill and burn the 
houses and barns of several people. 
A telephone message from Adams 
late this evening said that Mr. 
Farmer waa atill alive, but was 
not expected to live by the physi- 



cians.

A Colored Woman Attempted to 
Hang Herself. 



Lizzie Jarrett, a negro woman 
who was sentenced to serve a term 
in the workhouse, made an attempt 
to commit suicide Wednesday. She 
was arraigned for striking a negro 
boy with a rock and while waiting 
for the case to be called raised such 
a disturbance in the police court 
that she had to be removed. She 
was later given a thirty days sen- 
tence. It was necessary to hand- 
curl her to get her back to the lock- 
up. After being locked up she 
made a rope out of her apron 
strings and hanged herself to a bar 
in the cell door and when discov- 
ered was nearly dead from strang- 
ulation. She was cut down and as 
soon as she recovered sufficiently 
made a second attempt aud was 
again rescued, Later in the day a 
third attempt was almost success- 
ful and it required hard work by a 
physician to bring her around alive. 
She was then taken to the work- 
house. 

About a year ago the woman 
set fire to her clothes but when she 
began to burn called for help and a 
hose was turned on her. She was 
horribly burned but got well. 

She is about 40 years old and a 
tough character.
